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What is claimed is: 

1. A TDctbcxl for functionally testing an applicaiion liia£ uses locale data foniiiit, 
comprising: 

inpurring a message m a Hrst language using an input device, said first language having first 
language cliaractcrs wherein each character is represented willi a single bylc; 

translating said mcasagc into a pseudo language, said pseudo language being comprised of pseudo 
language characters wherein each character is represented with a piuraliiy of bytes; 

inputting said pseudo language characlcr images into said application, and 

diapiaying said pseudo language character images iising said application. 

2. The; incthod of Claim 1 , wherein: 

said pseudo language character image.*: are graphically similar to said first language characters so 
as to be recognizable in said step of displaying. 

3. The method ofClaim I , wherein said step of traasladng further comprises: 
translating each of said first language characters into a corresponding of said pseudo language 

characters. 

4. Hie method of Claim 1, Turther comprising: 

providing a lookup tabic such that said first language characters can be used to reference said 
pacudo knguagc characters, 

5. The method of Claim 1, further comprising: 

wherein said first language is comprised of U.S. English characters. 
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r. The mefliod of Claiim L wherein said inpvning furlher comprisics utilizing a keyboard. 



7. A test system for an application, coTnprising: 

an input device for gtnoralin^j first language character data whcrcm each language character is 

represented by a single byte; 
sofrw'are for generating pscudo language character data wherein each pscudo language character is 

represented by a plurality of bytes in response to rcccivmg said first language character 

data from said input device; and 
a diJiplay for displaying said pseudo language characters with said application. 



8, Tlie test system of Claim 7, wherein: 

h j: said pseudo language chaiacters correspond to said fiist language characters so as to be 

hi graphically similar to said first language chaiacters. 



9. The lest system or Claim 7, wherein said fu*st language characters are U.S. bnglish 
characters 



10. The test system of Claim 7, wherein said utility further comprises: 

a table comprised of a plurality of pseudo Language character daca wherein each pscudo language 
chardcicr is represented by a plurality of bytes. 

1 1, The lest system of Claim 7, wherein said input device further comprises: 
a keyboard. 

1 2 A method for testing muUiby tc character data in an application, said method comprisijio ; 
inputting single byte data; 

translating said single byte data into a pseudo character rcprcswiled by a plurality of bytes; and 
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uUlkiag ^iaidpscudo character in said application. 

1 3. rixe method of Claim 12, further compri$jng: 
displaying said psexido character using said application 

14. The method of Claim i 2, furthor comprising: 

providing that said pscudo character is recognizable as compared to a first language character. 

15. The method of Claim 14, wherein: 
said fmi language comprises U.S. English. 

hi 16, The method of Claim 14, further comprising; 

nipuTting a string of first language characters wherein each of said firsl language characters arc 
rn represeatable with a single byte. 



1 7. The method of Claim 12. further comprising: 
utilising a keyboard for said step of inputting, 

1 8 . The mediod of Claim 1 2, further comprising; 

providing a lookup table comprising a plurality of said pseudo language character data. 

19. A program storage device readable by a machine, said program alorage device 
embodying a program of instructions executable by the machine to pcTfonm a method for 
tc-stmg muliibyte character data in an application* said method comprising: 

inpUTtmg single byte data; 

ti'anslatmg idiQ single byte data into a pseudo character represented by a pluialiiy ofbyies; and 
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uLiiizmg said pscudo chaiBCtcr in said application. 



20. Tine program storage device of Claim 1 9, said method further comprising: 
displaying said pscudo character using said application. 

21. The program storage device of Qaim 19, said method further comprising;: 
prnvuiing that said pscudo character is recognizable as compared to a first language character. 

22. The program storage device of Claim 21, said method further compriamg: 
said first language comprises U.S. English. 

23. The program storage device of Claim 21, said method further comprising; 

inputting a string of first language characters wherein each of said first language characters are 
representable with a single byte 

24. The program storage device of Claim 19. said method ftirther comprising: 
utilizing a keyboard for said step of inputting. 

25. The program storage device of C^llaim 1 9, said method further comprising: 
providing a lookup table comprising a plurality of said pscudo language character data. 
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
